Hardy  Perennial  Plants 


\Ye  are  offering  a list  of  Hardy  Perennial  plants  that  we 
have  found  to  be  desirable  after  trial,  some  for  cut  flowers  and 
some  for  decorative  effect  in  the  border. 

The  question  of  hardiness  is  a relative  one  and  depends 
often  times  on  the  care  given  them.  Many  varieties  are  hardy  if 
not  allowed  to  form  many  seeds,  but  are  greatly  weakened  by 
seed  hearing  so  as  not  to  live  over  winter. 

Those  flowering  early  in  the  season  must  have  grass  and 
weeds  kept  down  around  them  and  should  be  well  cultivated  so 
that  they  may  form  sufficient  growth  of  foliage  to  carry  them 
over  the  winter. 

Our  endeavor  is  to  send  out  good  strong  plants,  true  to 
name  and  carefully  labelled  and  packed.  If  we  should  make 
mistakes  or  if  plants  arrive  in  bad  condition,  let  us  know  at  once 
and  we  will  try  and  make  everything  satisfactory.
